Commodore Charles Longstrctcli, re-
cently elected, Ih planning tills extended
cruise for tho latter part of May. Old
Point Comfort will bo one of tho Mopping
points and tho central point will be nt
Annapolis. It Is planned to hold raco.i
for the riiccnbouts nnd dinghys of tho
Iloct nt the various places enrouto,

I,at season tho crulso to Chesapeake
waters was participated In by every sort
of craft from tho nuxlliary schooner to
tho high-spee- d express cruiser. It was
the llrst occasion for tho club officers' to
trt out the new regulations ns regards to
cqundron maneuvers as set down by tho
rules of tho United States Power Squad-
rons, of which tho Corinthian Club had
become n division.

Each season, starting In with tlio spring
nnd continuing until lato fall, tho boat
owners of the club licet together for trlpa
to distant points. In the early days when
the three-maste- schooners and
sailing craft wero the means ot pleastlro
for tho men who loved tho wntor, tho club
gathered 111 nil tho boats bolonglng to the.
club fleet nnd set sail for Long Island,
Iloston and other points down East, Visit
wero paid the various yacht clubs along
tlio Atlantic coast. When In tlio vicinity
of New York and Marblchead. tho Corin-
thian yachtsmen competed In tho races of
tho Now York Yncht Club.

Activity on tho Delawaro Itlver In tho
sailing game was In its zenith In tho, lata
nineties. Virtually every week-en- d sailing
races wero held from Smith's Island oft
Mnrkot street, this city, to Esslngton and
other points south.

While racing was the attraction, much
Interest was taken in cruising. A cruise
would ho taken to Now York, followed
hy ono to tho waters of Chesapeake Bay
and later to Itlvorton nnd other points on
tho upper stretches of tho Delawaro River.

With tho advent of tho gasoline engine
Interest in the sailing game waned. Alarge number of tho members of tho club
went In for motorboats but, nonetheless
somo of the men stuck by tho sailing
ci aft, although equipping their boats withauxiliary engines. They depended for tho
most part on sails for navigation, using;
tho nuxlliary power for emergency In caso
of storm.
